Colorado At Flood Stage 
Causes Apprehension For .

GRAND CANYON, Ariz., (UP)—Riv- 
ermen here today expressed fear for 
the safety of two women and four men, 
members of a scientific expedition at- 
tempting to ride the dangerous rapids 
and canyons of the Colorado River. 


Heavy rains in the Colorado basin 


were said to have brought the river | 


to flood stage, threatening the party 
which left Green River, Utah, 12 days 
ago in two flat-bottomed boats. Nor- 
mally June is a dry season. 

“The river is dangerous and it’s a 
tough break for them, all right,’ Lee 
Basford, a riverman for 35 years, said.

Homeless 


100 Dead In Typhoon And 
Violent Three-Day Rains 
In Japan; Crop Loss Feared 


TOYKO, (UP)—At least 100 persons 
were dead and nearly 500,000 were home- 
less today as a result of a typhoon and 
three days of violent rains. 

Landslides caused most of the death, 
including 36 in the Yokohama district 
and 22 on the outskirts of Tokyo where 
a wall on the estate of Baron Mitsui 
collapsed. 

Police estimated that approximately 
150,000 homes were flooded. refugees 
were quartered in schools, theaters and 
in the homes of relatives. 

Weather bureau officials said the 
rains were the heaviest in 60 years. 
Newly-planted rice fields were flooded 
and it was feared that heavy crop 
damages would result.

Fireworks Banned On 
National Forest 


The attention of Fourth of July cele- 
brants who may visit Eldorado National 
Forest is directed to an order issued 
June 28th by Forest Supervisor Edwin 
F. Smith as follows: 

“Under authority vested in me by 
Regulation T-1, I do declare a period 
of fire hazard and danger to exist be- 
tween the dates of May 15, 1938 to Oc- 
tober 15, 1938, inclusive, on the Eldo- 
rado Forest, and therefore, desire to 
call your particular attention to Sec- 
tion M, which reads as follows: 

SECTION M—Prohibits the discharge 
of fireworks on National Forest Lands, 
or the placing or throwing of a burn- 
ing cigarette, cigar, match. pipe heel, 
firecracker or any ignited substance in 
any place where it may start a fire, 
with the exception of fireworks may be 
discharged over the waters of Echo 
Lake, Lake Tahoe, Wrights Lake, Loon 
Lake, Twin Lakes, Kirkwood and Sil- 
ver Lakes.”

NEAR BILLION AND A HALF 


Income May Reach $6,250,000,000; Public Debt More 
Than 37 Billions But Is Seven Hundred Million Less 


Than All-Time Record Set Last

WASHINGTON, (IP) — The federa! 
government ends its fiscal year today 
with a deficit of approximately $1,- 
450.000,000—the smallest in new deal 
history. . 

Income for the year ending at mid- 
night is expected to reach an all-time 


high of $6,250,000,000, nearly $1,000,000- | 


000 greater than the previous record 
set last year. 


Expenaitures, however, have dropped 
below the $8,000,000,000 mark for the 


first time in three years.

BARS. LIFTED 


U. S., France, Britain Sign 
Protocol Permitting Boost 
In Capital Ship Tonnage 


LONDON, (UP)—The United King- 
dom, France and the United States 
signed a protocol today substituting 
45,000 tons for 35,000 tons as the ex- 
treme limit of the size of capital ships, 
Alfred Duff Cooper, first lord of the . 
admiralty, informed the house of com- 
mons. 

The maximum: size of guns on ships 
will remain at 16 inches. 

Duff Cooper announced that Ger- 
many has signed a similar agreement 
and the adherence of Soviet Russia is 
expected shortly. 

He said Britain had notified the 
other powers that she does not intend 
to exceed 40,000 tons as long as no 
other European power does so. Two 
British battleships o nthe 1938 program, 
he said, will be of 40,000 tons and 
mount 16-inch guns. 

Duff Cooper’s announcement was 
formal notification of invocation by 
the United States. Great Britain and 
Frances of the escalator clause of the 
1936 London naval treaty. 

The naval treaty limits the warships 
of signatory nations to specific tonnage 
limits. On the basis of reports that 
Japan was building gigantic battleships, 
Britain and France agreed that they 
had to invoke the escalator clause of 
the treaty. This clause permits the 
signatories to exceed tonnage limits in 
such circumstances. 

Japan refused to subscribe to the 
1936 treaty because the United States 
and Great Britain would not recognize 
her claim to equality in total naval 
strength.

Exemptions On Assessment 
Work Subject Of Reminder 
By Interior Department 


WASHINGTON, (UP)—The interior 
department today reminded thousands 
of holders of small mining claims in 


‘the west and in Alaska that claims for 


exemption from annual assessment 
work requirements of the mining laws 
must be filed by noon tomorrow. 

The law requires that holders must 
perform $100 worth of work annually 
on their claims to hold the property. 
During the last few years Congress has 
suspended this provision, requiring 
holders to file claims for exemptions. 

The assessment work moratorium 
was continued for another year by an 
act signed yesterday by President 
Roosevelt.
